I It Is possible that they might also 
b^Jeellng In need of a rest. In such 
a posttlpn as mine, one Is on duty 
practically all the time, and It Is 
something of an event to get through 
a night undisturbed. 

Some people seem jto think that 
the chaplain's duties begin and end 
with holding the services and attend¬ 
ing to the dying. That Is quite a 
mistake. It Is my business to be, as 
far as I can. on friendly terms with 
all the Inmates of the hospital. 

For one thing, we parsons are out 
to be, as our Master said, "Fishers 
'of men." That Is our business—to 
catch men In our net, and bring 
them to the service of Qod. Few of 
us have better opportunities for do¬ 
ing this than we who work In the 
hospitals, and naturally we do our 
best 

We don’t go round the rounds 
trying to cram down belief In the 
beef-tea and religion In the rice 
pudding, but we do try to make the 
men and women whom we come to 
know remember the old lessons 
which they learnt as little children. 

But If we try to teach, we also 
learn. I have learnt more of the 
power of faith, of the wonder of 
hope, and of the beauty of charity 
In a year In this hospital than 1 
should have learnt in live years out¬ 
side of it 

There was an old lady who was, 
I am proud to think, a great friend 
of mine. She came to the hospital, 
not to be cured, but to die. It was 
the end of a life of misery, brought 
about by the Ill-treatment of her 
husband. But every time I had a 
chat with her It came round to him 
sooner or later, and she would tel) 
me what a fine man he was, and beg’ 
me to pray for him. 

And the patience of these suffer¬ 
ers! 1 knew a man—a man of good 
education, who had fallen low—who 
suffered almost Incredible pain. But 
he was always smiling, and he bad 
his own way of explaining his suf¬ 
fering. "It’s the Lord’s scrubbing 
brush," he would say to me. “It is 
His way of cleaning my dirty soul, 
and I am glad to be made clean." 

At times, needless to say, I get 
some queer jobs thrust upon me. 

Many of the people who come into 
a hospital object to the good, but 
plain, food v-hlc^ is provided. Many 
a time I have been Implored to use 
my influence to get a patient a hearty 
meal of fish and chips! 

The grumblers—and yon And 
crumble re In every hospital, last as 
rarely as you And saints In every 
<vard—seem to regard the parson as 
the official receiver of complaints. If 
they have anything to say, they say 
it to me, and It requires quite a lot 
of tact to deal with them. 

But one does one’s best, and one

Just What You’ll Find Useful When 
Accidents Happen. 

To mend a slightly broken plaster 
article make a solution of camphor 
tnd alcohol, thickened with Shellac.

Three hundred thousand words. 
Such la the size and might of the 
English language — 300,000 main, 
compound, and subordinate words, 
made out of the raw material of 3d 
letters, and minted from every Im¬ 
portant language In the world. 

When you think of this colossal 
work, and when you meet the general 
who commands this huge parade of 
the English language, It Is only nat¬ 
ural to think first of Dr. Johnson, 
who called the earliest roll-call of the 
words of our tongue—to compare the 
two men and their works. Dr. John¬ 
son began bis dictionary at the age 
of thirty-nine; Sir James Murray 
was forty-two when he commenced 
bis'great llfework. Both were wrong 
In their calculations as to the time the 
labor would take. Dr. Johnson “had 
m. doubt" that he could Qnlab bis 
task In three years, and when Dr. 
Adams objected that the French Aca¬ 
demy of forty persons took forty 
years to complete their dictionary, 
the doctor growled out: "Sir, thus U 
Is. This Is the proportion. Let mo 
see; forty times forty, is 1,600. As 
three to 1,600, so Is the proportion 
of an Englishman to a Frenchman.” 

Dr. Johnson, during the seven 
years, poured out many other works; 
he received but little help; he waa 
troubled with bad health. He made 
many mistakes; he put into his work 
expressions of hla own likes, and 
uates, epigrammatic and mordant 
bashes from his own mind, such as: 

Patriotism.-—Love of country; the 
last refuge of a scoundrel. 

Oats.—A grain which In England ta 
generally given to horses, but In Scots 
:and supports the people. 

Pension.—In England generally 
understood to mean, pay given to A 
diaie hireling for treason to hla coun¬ 
try. 

And bow the two works differ la 
magnitude! Let me take a eouple of 
instances at random. Under tbe let¬ 
ter "N” down to the word “niche” 
Johnson gave 284 words; Sir James 
..iurray gives 3,469. In the first case 
.here are 833 quotations to Illustrate 
the ubs of the words; In the second, 
17,273. 

Sir James Murray ta the Ideal dic¬ 
tionary maker; wide aa the poles 
asunder is he from that curious mix¬ 
ture of characteristic which went to 
make Dr. Johnson. Like Dr. Johnson, 
be has erred In one thing. He 
thought that hla dictionary would be 
ompleted In twelve years, but he 
told me a little while ago, "I hope 
we shall finish It In four years' tlm»~. 
—In 1917. In that year I shall be 
eighty, and shall celebrate my gold¬ 
en wedding. So we must have a trt» 
ole feast.” 

It was at a time when this veteran 
was working fifteen hours a day—■ 
"harder than I have ever worked In 
uy life before 1” — that 1 disturbed 
ilm In hla tittle clearing-house of tbe 
.nglish language. It ta now nearly 
ntrty years since the dictionary's 
'borne”—the Scriptorium, It Is called 
—a bouse of wood and corrugated 
iron, waa erected at the rear of 81r 
James’ suburban residence at Oxford. 

And thirty-four years of unremit¬ 
ting labor In this unique workshop 
bas not dimmed the enthusiasm of 
the great dictionary maker. He 
comes to his desk every morning wltn 
-tiio same. If, Indeed, not a greater 
enthusiasm; times does not bring 
weariness. Still he talks of words 
with eyes that light up with pleas¬ 
ure. He picks one out of a proof- 
sheet which Ilea in front of him, 
traces It for you down through the 
ages, tells you Us irearning in one 
hemisphere, Us significance In a* 
other. 

A typical Borderer, tall, with heavy 
moustache, and white, flowing beard, 
with the high forehead of a scholar, 
he recalls almost exactly that other 
great Investigator In a widely differ¬ 
ent field of human endeavor, Charles 
Darwin. 

Sir James Murray was born In 
1837, In the tittle Border village of 
Denholm, five milee from Hawick, 
the blrthplaee also of John Leyden, 
friend of 81r Walter Scott, an Orien¬ 
talist of great genius and a poet at 
more than ordinary rank. It was ta 
the busy tittle manufacturing town 
of Hawick that the young man spent 
several years In scholastic work, and 
many of the oldest Inhabitant remem¬ 
ber him aa their master. 

When he left Hawick In 1864, U 
waa to fill the position of foreign cor¬ 
respondent In the Oriental Bank, Lon¬ 
don. Six yearn later he became n 
master at Mill Hill School. Two yean 
before this date the Dictionary waa 
first projected an the result sf the ap¬ 
peal of Dean Trench, anther of a 
number of learned papers on the Bn* 
ltah language. Under the first editor, 
Mr. Herbert Coleridge, n great- 
nephew of the poet, and hla suoces- 
sor, Dr. Vuratvall, n vast amount el 
material was gathered together. No¬ 
thing, however, was published, and 
on Dr. Furnlvall’s death something 
like n crisis occnrred to the Diction¬ 
ary history. It was at this Jnneturq 
thgt Mr. Murray us assn tod

Queen Wrote Anonymously. 

The biography of the fourth Earl 
of Clarendon, a famous Cabinet Min¬ 
ister of Queen Victoria’s reign, which 
baa just been published In London by 
Sir Herbert Maxwell, reveals that 
Queen Victoria once wrote an anony¬ 
mous letter to The London Times. 
This waa in April, 1864, after the 
London tradesmen had been making 
one of their periodical attacks 
against the Queen’s seclusion, which, 
they said, was ruining trade. 

The Queen had abandoned all court 
drawing rooms, as well as most of the 
sm|Ul entertainments of the society 
reason. Her friends among the nobil¬ 
ity followed her example, and the 
dressmakers, florists, caterers, and 
all shopkeepers In general suffered 
from lack of business. 

The letter of the Queen was writ 
en entirely by her own hand, and she 
;ave It personally to her secretary. 
>en. Grey, who took It to the office 
if The Times and put It into the 
lands of Its editor, Mr. Delane. 

The letter was a strong defence by 
he Queen of her retirement, which 
he explained was enforced upon bei 
iy tho cares of state as well as by 
ler own mourning for the Prince 
Consort, and It f taled that the Queer, 
uad not the slightest Intention of re 
turning her social duties or bringing 
back the old custom of the drawing¬ 
room receptions. 

The letter was sl-ncd "Anonyms,” 
and the Idea prevails that the editor 
of The Times himself did not know 
that the Queen wrote the letter, aa 
no Ihentlon ta made of It In his own 
-biography.

I., from ancient Memphis to Cairo, 
where they will be erected In the new 
Station Square that has recently been 
made.

f not both, of tbe Memphis statues, 
vs It Is feared the legs will not be 
-trong enough to support tbe bodies. 
Special arrangements are being made 
Tor the transport to Cairo, and I un¬ 
derstand that the state railways are 
constructing special trucks and ad- 
lusting the line at various points, 
mich as the stations, where it Is not 
wide enough. Tho total cost of erec¬ 
tion and transport Is at present esti¬ 
mated at 31.600.000. 


Tips Far the Laundress. 

When mlldejr appears on whit* 
j>othes it can be removed, but if II 
gets on colored fabrics better let th* 
garment alone, as the experiment la 
not a success. Take a small box of 
chloride of lime, one gallon boiling wa¬ 
ter and a pound of sal soda Dlssolvs 
and “souse” the garment up and down 
In this until the mildew disappears; 
then rinse carefully In three clear wa¬ 
ters or the material will be eaten. Lay 
it on tbe grass In the sun to dry. 

Hosiery will last longer If washed 
out every night in clear cold water and 
pulled Into shape when drying. Do 
not rub soap on them. Just have 
soapy water.

Scott Journals on Exhibition. 

The original journals of Sir Robert 
Scott during his south polar expedi¬ 
tion have been placed In the British 
Museum by Lady Scott. By order of 
the trustees they were placed on view 
on the second anniversary of Scott’s 
arrival at the South Pole. They are 
to remain on view for an Indefinite 
period. 

The journals are three small, pen¬ 
cil-written books which Scott carried 
with him to the pole and which were 
found on hla dead body by the 
searching party In November, 1912. 

At tbe end of the last of these Is 
the “Message to the Public,” which 
made so deep and lasting an Impres¬ 
sion on the heart of the nation.

Credit that is which is 
inordinate aud beyond the hope of 
ever being cancelled. It lias been 
said, and not untruly, that if the 
farming community o f Canada 
could suspend unnecessary buying 
for twelve mouths the coimlry 
would experience the greatest 
incentive which has ever fallen to 
i ’s lot. The machinery business 
employs atcu wbo are of the first 
calibre in the art of salesmanship, 
and against these it ifc hard for the 
farmer to resist, just as it is for 
the merchant to gently but firmly 
repulse the drummer who con.es 
around with a new fangled labour 
saving device for book-keeping 
The intrusion of a customer ban 
many a tftfte, by allowing the 
nierchaut a moment’s cousidera 
lion and breathing space, saved 
him from making a useless invest¬ 
ment. But iu the case of a farmer 
it is differeut. He is fouud alone 
on his farm and can be talked to 
for a day, as he very often is, aud 
buys for the sake of getliug rid of 
the seller. But if be gets rid of- 
the seller he has still got the bar¬ 
gain on his hands and has to do 
the paying with the result that the 
money has often to be raised b« 
shipping his grain w hen the prices 
are bad, or if his crop is poor, 
selling off a few head of stock 
w hich are worth much more to him 
than their face value, lo the end 
he finds himself disastrously out 
of pocket by the machiue deal 
LWhs is to blamo for this state of 
'“affairs? The Convention seems to 
have answered the question by 
passing the resolution, 
j . By supposing the spirit of the 
resolution adopted and made law 
it isn't difficult to see that the 
farmer would very soon be in a 
much healthier state financially, 
than ho is today- As a result 
the country would be very much 
the better for it. 

Of course, it cannot be suppos 
ed for one .moment that the 
machine companies would allow 
the resolution plain sailing They 
would do v all in their power to 
thwait the project, and unless the 
farmers made something like a 
struggle, the machine people 
would win. But now that the 
defect has been pointed out to the. 
farmers by some of themselves, 
and the- way out npitonrs to be a 
good one, it is to be hoped that 
they will not let the matter rest 
until the government, who are 
their representatives, do some 
thing to safeguard them against 
decided exploitation. 

If they succeed in getting some 
such restrictions placed it will be 
the first general organized move 
against the credit habit which has 
taken such a hold on the prairie 
provinces.

The 
general .ffect of the regulation! 
would seem to be for good on both 
sides of the line, since the restric¬ 
tions on the part' of the United 
Slates will lead lo greater care 
and attention being exercised over 
in this country with the result 
that the percentage' of tuberenliue 
cattle will tend to decrease. If of 
course the r.-gnlalion does stop 
the export of cattle lo t'lie United 
States, it. will act..as a 6 evere cen¬ 
sure on the cattle raising iu Can¬ 
ada, uni] hardly be a good silver 
nsement tor us. That i« hardly 
possible, however, 'as the cattle 
raisers of tins country woidd see 
lo it that no r.gelations which 
care could overcome should stand 
hi their way of business. The 
danger arising from cattle so 
diseased is too well known to re¬ 
quire elaboration, and it appears 
that our neighbours are only doing 
what is right iu making the 
stipulation regarding.cattle. 

Togo back to the point of a set¬ 
back it seems hardly fair to hint 
at the Uuiled States as wnntiug 
to restrict trade with us i m - 
mediately after they have lowered 
ihe burners. The increased trade, 
if any, will have revealed the 
dangers of a syst >in which was 
not 9o perceptible when tariff 
arrangements wore more restricted 
and that any evils arising there¬ 
from should be arrested immediate¬ 
ly is only natural.

SYNOPSIS Of CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitobu, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on it 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A babitablo house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
*3 per aers. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from dato of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
BO acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
.pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of Throe years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300.

Outline of AddreM by A. F. Mantle, 
Deputy Mlnleter of Agriculture 

Mixed farming is an all Important 
topic not only to the farmers of Can¬ 
ada, but to the city dweller as well, 
at the present time. Noted agricul¬ 
tural authorities are eifQenvorlog to 
induce farmers to turn more toward 
mixed farming, Instead of depending 
entirely on the production of grain. 
A. F. Mantle, the deputy minister of 
Agriculture for Saskatchewan recent¬ 
ly addressed the Regina Board of 
Trade on the subject of mixed farm¬ 
ing. The business men of Regina 
have already taken some steps with 
a view tp Induce farmers to go in more 
for stock raising, and a movement re¬ 
cently launched will probably have 
beneficial results. 

I The address read by Mr. Mantle be¬ 
fore the Regina Board of Trade, which 
is composed of aJ>out 900 of Regina’s 
1 business men, was as follows: 

Whst is Mixed Farming? 

Often discussed. Everyone knows 
what it Is. No one has exactly de¬ 
fined ft. 

The mixed farm Is the farm that is 
self-sufficient to as great an extent 
as Is practicable In these days aDd in 
this country. A half section farm In 
Saskatchewan operated as a mixed 
farm should produce for use on the 
farm sufficient grain, forage crops, 
root crops, vegetables, fruits, wood, 
dairy products, meat aud poultry for 
home requirements and should market 
from time to time grain, horses, cattle, 
sheep, pigs, poultry, cream, eggs and 
potatoes. 

In practice we accept less, 
j What Progress has been Made?* 

! Statistics are not altogether satinfiic- 
tory. Do not cover all of the ground, 
do not touch production of vegetables, 
fruits, wood, dairy products, eggs, 
i etc. In so far as they govern live 
[stock they are as follows: . 

| Total live stock In Saskatchewan 
Increased from 401,346 head In 1901 
by 113 per eent. In 1906; 361 per 

cent. In 1911, by 401 per cent, in 1913, 
so that there arc now rather mote 
than two million head of live stock 
(other than poultry) in Saskatche¬ 
wan, or rather less than 6 animals 
per head of rural population. Largest 
Increase in swine and horses, small¬ 
est in sheep and cattle other than 
milch cows. Nearly 6 per head in 
1901, 6 in 1911. While rural popu¬ 
lation has increased 600 per cent (12 
years, 1901-13) live stock has increas¬ 
ed 400 per cent. 

In the same time grain acreage has 
increased from 621,000- acres In 1901, 
by 269 per cent. In 1906, by 1284 per 
cent In 1911, by 1457 per cent, in 
1913. to 9.673.126 acres. 

Mixed farming In Saskatchewan, 
therefore, cannot be said to have quite 
held its own compared with the in¬ 
crease In rural population and must 
be admitted to have extended very 
much less rapidly than grain grow¬ 
ing. 

How does this condition compare 
with that obtaining in what may be 
regarded as the premier agricultural 
province of Canada, and one in which 
mixed farming prevails, namely. On¬ 
tario? Let us see. 

Total live stock In Ontario increas¬ 
ed from 6.388,006 in 1901 by 6 per 
cent. In 1906. but decreased 4 per 
cent in 1911 and 6 per cent, in 1913 so 
that to-day there are rather less than 
six million head of live stock (other 
Gian poultry) In Ontario, or five and 
m half animals Per head of rural pop¬ 
ulation. Steady and considerable In¬ 
crease In number of horses in the 12 
years, a slight increase in the number 
of milch cows, other cattle, and hogs, 
but a steady and very considerable 
decrease in sheep until -today there 
are only 67 sheep in Ontario where 
there were 100 twelve years ago. Ru¬ 
ral population in Ontario has ^decreas¬ 
ed faster than numbers of live stock, 
so that there were only 6 animals per 
head of rural population In 1901. An¬ 
alysed a little more closely, the com¬ 
parison is hardly so favorable to Sas¬ 
katchewan. Horses, only 25 per 
cent more in Ontario than In Sas¬ 
katchewan. Milch cows, more than 
three times as many In Ontario as in 
Saskatchewan. 

Other cattle . 1 Just three more In 
Ontario than In Saskatchewan. 

Sheep—About 300 per cent, fewer in 
Ontario than In Saskatchewan. 

Rural population about 160 per cent 
greater in Ontario than In Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

Why do we want it? There arc many 
reasons, five mav be named. 

1. Mixed farming distributes the 
work of the farm and consequently 
to some extent the work of the cit¬ 
ies throughout the year. This condi¬ 
tion Is desirable alike from the stand¬ 
point of the farmer, his wife, farm 
labor and farm live stock. 

2. Mixed farming distributes the 
Income of the-farm over the, year in¬ 
stead of concentrating it 14 a few 
cheques In the fall or early winter. 
This condition reduces interest 
charges, promotes profit and tends to 
curtail extravaganoe. When a per¬ 
son's income reaches them only once 
or twice a year in large cheques there 
Is a tendency on the one hand to over 
spend on the strength of a large pros¬ 
pective revenue and on the other hand 
when money comes In any large 
amounts there is a tendency to blow
